ThT 
means that the noon lunch must be 
packed, so that the child has nourisL 
ing food. The evening meal should 
not be too heavy. 

The lunch should be packed in a 
paii or box that can be washed out. 
Cardboard boxes retain Oder of foodi 
and arc not advised. A paper pare®? 
is not satisfactory because the luncl 
gets broken and muosy looking. 

Whenever possible the 1 r.cl 
should be accompanied by a hot dish 
This hot food helps to stimulate dig 
estion and the entire meal is used t 
better advantage by the body. I 
there arc no arrangements made b; 
the School Board to supply hot luenh 
es, thermos bottles may be need 
These are not expensive to buy anc 
hot soup or cocoa may be carried ii 
this way. 

Sandwiches form the main part (< 
the lunch. These should afford con 
siderable variety. Often a child re 
fuses to eat a cold lunch becaucc h 
has grown weary of the same food 
It is difficult to get changes, but 
you are anxious to try, I have a lit.l 
booklet which will help you. It ho¬ 
over thirty recipes and suggestions 
for sandwich lillings. 

Every lunch should have some 
fruit. Fresh frut is preferable. An 
apple a day adds enjoyment to the 
meal and is easily carried. A small 
jar with a tight screw top can be us 
ed to carry some preserve fruit. A 
bake 1 s; pie or some aj,;c.:a::re cr 
be carried in this way. A custard 
can be baked in a cup and carric 
A spoon should not be forgotten.

A(*d with 
the almonds to the first three Ingrej 
ient3. Make into three cr f:ur rolls. 
Wrap in waxed paper and let stand all 
night. Next morning cut in thin slices 
and bake 03 cookies.

If your butter is too hard for tho 
table, do not set it near tho stove t» 
soften it. Fill a bowl with hot water
